All lives matter 

“Black lives matter!” 
is the cry that came out of 
Ferguson, Missouri, when 
white police officer Dar- 
ren Wilson shot and killed 


—I man, Michael Brown. 
“Burn it down!” shouted the victim’s step- 
father. Ferguson erupted in flames. Rioting, 
looting and rock-throwing ensued. The cops 
were accused of being racists. 

When the flames died out, many local busi- 
nesses were destroyed, and some will never 
be rebuilt. These businesses employed many 
neighborhood folks who now have no job. 

Ferguson fueled distrust of police officers 
in black neighborhoods around the country 
and more riots, more burning, more violence 
against the police, and more demands to 
charge police officers with crimes, including 
murder. 

As the saying goes, be careful what you 
wish for. Six officers have been charged with 
crimes in Baltimore. The police have gotten 
the message loud and clear and have backed 
off. The results have been disastrous. Murder 
rates have skyrocketed. Where’s the outrage 
now? Where’s the cry “black lives mat- 
ter” when dozens, even hundreds of black 
youth will be murdered because of how these 
communities treated the local police? In Bal- 
timore, murder rates are now at record highs. 

For decades, police officers around the 
country have been willing to put their lives 
on the line to protect law-abiding citizens 
in crime-infested neighborhoods. But what 
many are not willing to do is to become tar- 
gets of hate, violence and the possibility that 
they will be drummed out of their chosen pro- 
fessions in disgrace, risking their reputation 
and possible imprisonment for doing the jobs 
that they were trained to do. 

Darren Wilson was drummed out of his 
job. But when the smoke cleared and the facts 
were presented, after all that rioting, looting, 
burning and cries that “black lives matter,” no 
local, federal or civil charges were pursued. 
The whole episode is a tragedy. 

Black lives do matter, and in order to save 
the hundreds of black lives that will surely be 
lost because the police have backed off, lead- 
ers in this country need to find the reset button 
and beg police officers to resume protecting 
these neighborhoods as they know best. 

Policing often looks ugly. Cops sometimes 
make mistakes. But they are saving lives 
in crime-ridden neighborhoods every day. 
Black, white, red or yellow, all lives matter! 

As one who works every day to improve 
the lives of all of our children, especially 
those from poor neighborhoods, I know we 
need to find a better way to communicate. I, 
for one, want a serious conversation on race.

Budget standoff 

After several days of House 
and Senate negotiators making the 
finishing touches on the state bud- 
get, Gov. Maggie Hassan threw 
down the gauntlet. She criticized 
the budget, crafted almost entirely 
by Republicans, as being “fiscal- 
ly irresponsible and unbalanced” 
and said she would veto it if bud- 
get writers didn’t go back to the 
drawing board to address her 
concerns. In particular, Hassan 
wants them to roll back busi- 
ness tax cuts or offset them with 
alternative sources of revenue, 
and she wants to see expand- 
ed Medicaid and state employee 
pay raises accounted for. NHPR 
reported Hassan characterized the 
tax cuts as benefitting only the top 
few corporations. 

But compromise seems unlikely 
any time soon. Republican leaders 
shot back, saying they’ve compro- 
mised in the budget already. The 
budget was passed the day after 
the veto threat without any sig- 
nificant changes asked for by the 
governor. Senate President Chuck 
Morse said Hassan’s actions were 
unproductive and motivated by her 
political ambitions, implying Has- 
san plans to run for Kelly Ayotte’s 
U.S. Senate seat. 

The $11.3 billion budget com- 
promise between the House and 
Senate ended up very similar to 
what the Senate had drafted. The 
only two Democrats at the nego- 
tiating table removed themselves 
before the vote to approve the 
final bill. 

To keep the government from 
shutting down, lawmakers are 
crafting a stopgap measure called 
a “continuing resolution” that 
would keep the government fund- 
ed beyond July 1. The negotiations 
to follow could last for months. The 
last continuing resolution passed by 
the legislature was in 2003 when 
then-Goy. Craig Benson vetoed the 
budget. The Union Leader report- 
ed it was more than three months 
before a budget was signed. 


Primary update 

The day after Republican can- 
didate for president and former 
Florida Gov. Jeb Bush held a rally 
in Derry (where NHPR reported he 
touted his experience as governor), 
the media turned to billionaire 
Donald Trump, who held a rally 


at Manchester Community Col- 
lege on June 17. Trump delivered 
an unscripted, rambling speech 
hours after The Hollywood Report- 
er reported the tycoon paid actors 
$50 each to cheer for him at his 
announcement rally the day before. 

South Carolina Senator Lind- 
sey Graham cancelled seven New 
Hampshire events over the past 
weekend due to the recent shoot- 
ing at a church in Charleston, S.C. 

Meanwhile, NHPR_ reported 
Ohio Gov. John Kasich, still test- 
ing the waters of a presidential 
bid, visited Manchester, Concord 
and Hudson. New Hampshire 
was visited by other potential 
candidates in the days to follow, 
including New Jersey Gov. Chris 
Christie, who held a town hall 
meeting in Hampton, and Loui- 
siana Gov. Bobby Jindal, who is 
expected to announce his candida- 
cy on June 25. 

In the Democratic primary, 
a new poll released by Suffolk 
University suggests Vermont Sen- 
ator Bernie Sanders is gaining on 
Hillary Clinton and that name rec- 
ognition is his biggest hurdle. 
NHPR reported Sanders was three 
points behind Clinton among peo- 
ple who know both candidates but 
10 points behind Clinton overall. 


Women on $10 

Activists behind a push to put 
a woman on U.S. paper curren- 
cy got good news when Treasury 
Secretary Jacob Lew announced 
a woman would be placed on the 
$10 bill by 2020. New Hampshire 
U.S. Senator Jeanne Shaheen was 
a major supporter of the campaign 
and proposed a bill that would 
have convened a committee in the 
Treasury Department to select a 
woman to put on the $20 bill. Sha- 
heen staffers told the Hippo the 
bill hasn’t gone up for a vote and 
Shaheen wrote a letter to Pres- 
ident Obama earlier this month 
urging him to move this forward. 
The portrait change will appear on 
the $10 bill because of an earli- 
er decision to redesign it to fight 
counterfeiting. 


Frank Guinta 

A government watchdog group 
filed a complaint against Ist Dis- 
trict Congressman Frank Guinta 
following a recent ruling by the Fed- 
eral Election Commission that he 


accepted illegal campaign donations 
from his parents totaling $355,000 
in 2010. The AP reported the group, 
Citizens for Responsibility and Eth- 
ics in Washington, wants the Office 
of Congressional Ethics to review 
Guinta’s case. The complaint says 
he failed to disclose those key 
assets to the House Ethics Commit- 
tee. Guinta has long maintained the 
money was his but the FEC found it 
belonged to his parents. 


Manchester bonds 

For the first time since 2011, 
Manchester has issued more 
bonds, to borrow $40 million. The 
Union Leader reported that of the 
last $52.2 million bonds issued, 
$43 million was used to build the 
new Municipal Complex, which 
includes the new police station. 
The new $40 million is slated to 
fund a long list of small items, 
from replacing city vehicles to ren- 
ovating school and city facilities. 
It will also help pay for roadway 
projects, new LED streetlights, a 
new drainage system at the Der- 
ryfield Country Club and a new 
citywide emergency radio system. 
Moody’s Investor Service recently 
downgraded the city’s credit rating 
from Aa3 to Aa2 and cited “ele- 
vated debt” as one reason for the 
downgrade. 


Chemicals in blood 

After testing 100 out of about 
500 blood samples, state health 
officials say they’ve found high- 
er than average concentrations of 
perfluorochemicals in residents 
contaminated by a well at the 
Pease International Tradeport in 
Portsmouth. The Haven well was

Laughing gas for labor 


Nitrous oxide for childbirth pain is becoming more widely available in the state

A new pain-relief option for pregnant 
women in the U.S. is sweeping the nation, 
and New Hampshire is leading the way. 
Nitrous oxide has been the most popu- 
lar childbirth pain reliever in the United 
Kingdom and Canada for years, while 
America has been slow to adopt it. But 
with recent FDA approval, at least half a 
dozen hospitals in the Granite State are 
already offering it and are calling it a safe, 
cheap alternative to traditional pain relief. 


The genesis 

Nitrous for childbirth is different from 
the mix used commonly at dentists’ offic- 
es. It’s a 50/50 blend with oxygen. It 
doesn’t knock the patient out. It just helps 
with the pain. And nitrous is self-adminis- 
tered, meaning the woman in labor holds 
the gas mask to her face and pulls away 
when she’s had enough. It’s not a narcot- 
ic or even an anesthetic, since women can 
still feel pain — they just become ambiv- 
alent to it. 

Elizabeth Kester is the manager of the 
birthing suite at Monadnock Community 
Hospital in Peterborough. 

“We were the first in New Hampshire 
to [start using nitrous oxide] and one of 
the first in the country,” Kester said. 

She brought it up during her job 
interview, and her supervisors were 
enthusiastically receptive. After Kes- 
ter started her new position, she wasted 
no time. FDA approval for this method 
came in July 2013, and Monadnock start- 
ed offering it that October. 

“The minute we could buy the equip- 
ment, we did,” Kester said. “I did not 
know until last week that we were the first 
to buy it, in the country, from Pro-Nox.” 

Pro-Nox is a Canadian company that

produces the nitrous cylinders for mater- 
nity wards in Canada and the U.K. 

In short order, other hospitals followed 
her example. North Conway’s Memori- 
al Hospital was the next to adopt nitrous, 
followed by St. Joseph in Nashua and 
Catholic Medical Center and Elliot Hos- 
pital in Manchester. The latest hospital to 
start offering it this month is Wentworth 
Douglas Hospital in Dover. 

“Being a pioneer can be scary, espe- 
cially in healthcare. It can be hard to be 
the first person doing it,’ Kester said. 
“The normal response for a lot of admin- 
istrators and risk managers is, ‘Let’s wait 
until somebody else will pave the way 
and we’ll learn from their mistakes,’ 
which I totally understand. But that’s not 
really how I roll.” 

Since the program began about two 
years ago, Kester estimates about a third 
of childbirths at her maternity ward 
involved nitrous. It appeals largely to the 
expecting mothers who want very mini- 
mal medical intervention, though they 
can switch to an epidural easily after 
using nitrous since it leaves the moth- 


er’s system after a couple breaths. So 
far this year, 25 percent of women have 
used nitrous at Monadnock and about 8 
percent of those women switched to an 
epidural. 


The spread 

CMC started using nitrous in its mater- 
nity ward last November and about 20 
percent of women are already using it. 
While Kester hasn’t noticed a significant 
drop in epidural use in Monadnock, CMC 
is reporting a drop in epidural use by 5 
percent since nitrous was introduced. 
And all but one birth involving nitrous 
were done without a C-section. Kester 
says epidural use contributes to a greater 
number of cesareans, so if nitrous catch- 
es on, she expects those numbers would 
also go down. 

Nicole Pendenza is the director of 
women and children services at CMC 
and says New Hampshire is leading the 
charge for nitrous use during labor. 

“We have a large number of hospitals 
within just New Hampshire that are using 
nitrous for labor analgesia,” Penden-

Targeting business 

When SNHU’s College for Ameri- 
ca made national news for being the first 
competency-based college institution to 
obtain federal approval for student aid in 
2013, much of the focus was on the come- 
uppance of the direct assessment model. It 


was a novel concept for a student to get 
federal loans or grants for something oth- 
er than the traditional college credit hour, 
and it still is. But competency-based learn- 
ing has been around for a while. College 
for America builds on what places like 
Western Governors University in Utah or 
Excelsior College in New York have done 
for years. 

But what makes CfA unique is that you 


za said. “Based on the sheer volume [of 
hospitals that offer it] in our state, we are 
definitely one of the leaders, for sure.” 

Pendenza said the gas has proven pop- 
ular among women and those who used it 
reported a positive experience. 

“The word is spreading that it’s a great, 
viable option for women,” Pendenza said. 

She said it eliminates the often numb- 
ing or sedating effects of narcotics, as 
well as the risks involved, such as trans- 
mission of the drugs to the baby. 

In addition to its popularity, a number 
of other factors contributed to the rapid 
spread of nitrous in New Hampshire. 

For one, virtually all of the maternity 
ward managers talk to one another, and 
Kester has been very active in sharing as 
much information as she can about the 
option. 

“T think it’s something that should be 
available to as many women in this coun- 
try as possible,” Kester said. 

Still, she acknowledges that competi- 
tion was as much a factor as cooperation. 

“There are very few hospitals in the 
state that don’t have another hospital 
close enough to them that a women could 
[choose between them],” Kester said. 

Plus, nitrous providers have been mar- 
keting their product aggressively. 

“Pro-Nox was basically plunking units 
in every hospital that they could, as tri- 
als,” Kester said. 

Add to that the fact that nitrous is very 
easy to use, doesn’t require an anesthe- 
siologist to administer it and is easily 
affordable. 

“It’s cheap. It’s dirt cheap, really,” 
Kester said. 

Hospitals are still figuring out how to 
bill for it. Monadnock is billing only for 
the cost of supplies while other hospitals 
may charge a flat fee.

enroll through your job. 

Colin Van Ostern is chief market- 
ing officer for CfA. He says the school’s 
delivery model requires partnerships with 
the companies that employ its students. 

“We primarily just take students through 
an employer,” Van Ostern said. “There 
are not many other schools that are real- 
ly focused on workforce development and 
competency-based education at the same 
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time. I’m not sure I can think of an exact 
parallel.” 

Van Ostern says CfA has partner- 
ships with about 65 employers and pilot 
programs in several others, including 
McDonald’s. 

“Right now healthcare is probably 
where we see the most interest and most 
students. Insurance and financial services 
would be second behind that,” Van Ostern 
said. 

The healthcare sector is especially 
interested in CfA’s programs because the 
sector is adding jobs and its front-line jobs 
are growing more complex, he said. 

Other companies partnered with CfA 
include AmeriHealth, Delta Dental, Erie

Hampshire office partnered with CfA in 
a pilot program two years ago. The pro- 
gram was pitched to corporate and it made 
the online college available to the whole 
company. 

“Since the announcement that this has 
gone nationwide, we’ve seen a huge inter- 
est from our associates who have gone 
and explored and have even begun enroll- 
ing,” Manning said. 

Employees will still have the option to 
use their reimbursement money at other 
schools, Manning said, but the company 
is actively encouraging workers to enroll 
in the CfA programs.

“Anthem is the largest employer who’s 
made it completely free for all their 
employees,” Van Ostern said. 

Anthem had already offered up to 
$5,000 in tuition reimbursements each 
year for its 55,000 eligible employees. 
The programs at CfA cost half that. If a 
student takes four years to complete their 
bachelor’s degree, the bill would normal- 
ly total $10,000 with no additional fees. 

“Our model at College for America is 
specifically built to remove the main bar- 
riers that stand between working adults 
and higher education,” Van Ostern said. 
“One of the biggest ones is cost.”

Van Ostern said 
some have earned 
their associate’s in 
only six months, 
but that’s rare. 
Most students take two to two and a half 
years to complete an associate’s degree 
and, based on that, Van Ostern estimates 
it would take four to five years to earn a 
bachelor’s. 

“For most of our students, school is not 
the most important thing in their life,” Van 
Ostern said. “Usually, it’s the third most 
important thing. Usually, family comes 
first and their job comes second and we 
come third.” 

Van Ostern says students can defer pay- 
ment until the end of a semester after they 
get reimbursed by their employer, so they 
won’t have to worry about the up-front 
costs. o®

New police boss 
Manchester’s next police chief prepares to take the helm 


Enoch “Nick” Willard is Manchester’s next chief of police. A native of Peaks Island in 
Portland, Maine, Willard joined the Manchester Police Department in 1992 after serv- 
ing as a Sanbornton cop for three years. Before that, he served in the U.S. Air Force for 
four years. As a lieutenant in Manchester, he was the supervising officer of Michael 
Briggs and lead investigator in his murder case. In 2011 he was promoted to captain 
of the detectives division, and he’s been assistant chief since 2013. 


For residents who don’t know 
S you, what’s the first thing you’d 
e@ like them to know about you? 
Ive been a_ victim-orient- 
ed police officer [during] my career. ... I’ve 
always believed in serving the victim in the 
cases I was handling or the people I was inter- 
acting with. I often say that ... you should 
treat people the way you’d want your fami- 
ly treated. Even the most dastardly of people 
should be treated with a level of respect and 
dignity. ... I’ve obtained many confessions 
from homicide suspects partly because of 
that. 


What’s the most memorable case you 
worked as a Manchester detective? 

The most memorable case was the [2004] 
triple homicide of the Doyle family: Tricia 
Doyle and her two children. Her 4-year-old 
daughter and her 2-year-old son. Just the 
gravity of investigating that crime scene and 
obtaining the confession from the killer, who 
just happened to be Tricia’s brother. That’s 
the case that was the most difficult case on 
every level you can imagine when you use 
the word “difficult.” ... It was extraordinari- 
ly rough and it took a toll on the officers, the 
detectives that were investigating the scene. 
It took a toll on the officers who responded 
to find the three of them murdered in the bed- 
room upstairs. It’s just one of those cases that 
just never leaves you. 


What worldview or guiding philosophy 
will inform your leadership of the state’s 
largest municipal police department? 

You lead by example and you do so with 
honor and dignity with a clear direction of 
what your expectations are and what your 
goals are. Probably the one thing that every- 
one in the building knows about me is that I 
will set expectations and I do expect results. 
Those results aren’t always what I’d like to see 
out of them, but as long as I get the effort, and 
people put in the effort ... so I’d say leading 
by example, being the moral compass for your

agency. I think those 
are vital things. 


Manchester has 
an increasingly 
diverse population, 
in terms of race and 
economic status. 
How do you hope 
to avoid the often 
fraught relationship 
minority and poor 
residents have with police in places like Fer- 
guson, Missouri or Baltimore? 

First and foremost, you have to have a 
robust professional standards commitment. 
So if there are complaints made, the com- 
plainant needs to know that it will be taken 
seriously and it will be investigated thorough- 
ly. I think that’s vital. If the community has 
no confidence that we are going to investi- 
gate our own in times of perceived slight or 
a complaint then they’re going to lose faith in 
us. I think we have that here. We have a very 
robust professional standards commitment. 
So we’re not afraid to admit our mistakes and 
I think that’s important. I just did it the oth- 
er day. I made a mistake where somebody 
had made a complaint and I thought some- 
thing different than what the reality was and 
I called the woman back and said, ‘You are 
absolutely right and we were wrong. We 
dropped the ball on this.’ ... I also think — 
and Chief Mara has done this incredibly well 
— you maintain the contacts within the com- 
munity. You have the dialogue like we’ve had 
at the community meetings.

Nearly 50 people died of opioid overdoses 
in the city last year. What do you think law 
enforcement’s role in managing the drug 
crisis should be? 

I think we need to continue with our 
enforcement. I think we need to continue the 
dialogue with the social service communi- 
ty to help get treatment. I think we need to 
have a seat at the table when we’re talking 
to politicians who can actually create funding 
for some of these programs. We can contin- 
ue to advocate, just like Chief Mara has been 
doing. We can work on the enforcement end, 
but we need help ... from the politicians, 
from the medical professionals, we need help 
from the social service agencies. ... Without 
it we are just swimming against the tide.

QUALITY OF LIFE INDEX 


Fourth-best skiing season on record 

There were more than 2.5 million visits to ski resorts in the state, accord- 
ing to Ski New Hampshire. Alpine ski visits were up nearly 2 percent, and 
while cross-country visits were down, they were still up over a 10-year 
average, making it the fourth-best ski season on record, as reported by 
WMUR.

Comment: New Hampshire s ski tubing centers, meanwhile, posted their 
second-best season ever at nearly 124,000 visits, a 3.3-percent jump from 
last year. 


Day shelter closing 

After providing lunch, laundry, warmth and safety during the day for 
Manchester’s homeless for the past five years, the Manchester Homeless 
Service Center will be closing its doors for good June 29. The Union Lead- 
er reported that due to a number of major private funders pulling their 
money from the program, and subsequent failed efforts to find the money 
elsewhere, the day shelter will no longer be able to operate.

Comment: About 70 people use the shelter daily, and twice as many 
use it in the winter. 


Unemployment stays down 

New Hampshire’s unemployment rate was at 3.8 percent in May, the 
same as the month before, according to New Hampshire Employment 
Security. NHPR reported the state has seen job growth, but the labor 
force is growing at the same amount, keeping the jobs numbers relative- 
ly flat. More than 1,400 people were employed in May over April, but 
roughly the same number of people joined the labor force. Construction 
jobs saw a favorable increase. The national unemployment rate is still 
5.5 percent.

Comment: Employment Security analysts say the increase in peo- 
ple searching for jobs reflects an increased confidence in the state of the 
economy. 


Breaking barriers 

Last Saturday, Mary Catherine White of Gorham was ordained to 
become one of just 200 women worldwide who say they are Roman Cath- 
olic priests. While the Vatican does not recognize this ordination as valid 
— priesthood has always been reserved for men — she plans to hold ser- 
vices, including communion, in homes. Her faith community will be 
all-inclusive and non-judgmental, and it will welcome those from the 
LGBT community and those who are divorced, according to NHPR.

Comment: She is one of two New Hampshire female priests; the oth- 
er is Theresa Novak Chabot of Manchester, who was ordained in 2010. 


Another good season 

Even though the syrup season was cut kind of short — there was snow 
on the ground until April! — New Hampshire syrup producers still saw 
higher yields last winter compared to the previous year, according to data 
from the U.S. Department of Agriculture. We produced 154,000 gallons 
this year, compared to 112,000 in 2014, as reported by NHPR.

The Manchester Wolves sat atop the Arena 2 Football standings at 9-1 after dusting Green Bay 62-48, Nashua South had just won the Class L Baseball title, former 


G-Man Mark Felt finally cleared up the 30 year mystery surrounding the Watergate scandal that had gripped the nation by revealing he was “Deep Throat” and Red Sox 


Nation was still basking in the glow of winning their first World Series since 1918 the previous October. It was June of 2005 and Portland was in town for a three game 


series with the Fisher Cats. With first place at stake the stadium down by the river was littered with future major leaguers. The count was 22 of those who eventually made 


the show from both team’s 2005 roster — which for the Sea Dogs included Hanley Ramirez, Manny Del Carmen, Anibal Sanchez and the trio of Dustin Pedroia, 


Jonathan Papelbon and Jon Lester who would play a role in the Sox winning again two years later. Portland drew first blood when then starter Papelbon kept them in a 


tight one by giving up just one hit and a run over 8 innings before Stefan Bailie homered off Bubbie Buzachero and Chris Durbin followed with a RBI single for a 3-1 
win in 12.

Ralph Branca: The Mike Torrez of Brooklyn, who surrendered game-winning 
homers to Bobby Thompson twice in the famous NL playoff of 1951. Beyond that he 
was a solid righty who won 21 games in 1947, 88 overall, and a three-time All-Star, 
not to mention a major Jackie Robinson defender/supporter when he integrated base- 
ball in 1947. And, oh, by the way, he’s also the father-in-law of one Bobby Valentine. 

Steve Blass: Solid Pirates righty hurler with six seasons of double-digit wins, includ- 
ing 19 when Pittsburgh won the World Series in 1971. But he mysteriously lost his 
ability to throw strikes the next year and after recording just three wins and back-to- 
back ERAs of 9.85 and 9.00 the career was over less than two years later.

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Brazilian page to American stage 
Theatre KAPOW ends season with Imaginary Life

Uma Vida Imaginaria wasn’t originally 
written in English, and it wasn’t original- 
ly a play. It was a book by Nick Farewell, 
a Brazilian author well-known for his 
novel GO. 

But when has something that trivi- 
al stopped theatre KAPOW from making a 
show part of its mainstage season? The play, 
whose name translates to An Imaginary Life, 
ends the company’s seventh season this 
weekend at the Derry Opera House. 

It was co-founders Matthew and Carey 
Cahoon’s friend Valentina Lattuada of Bar- 
celona who persuaded them to take on the 
challenge. Matthew Cahoon had met Lat- 
tuada during a director’s symposium in 
Italy in the summer of 2013, and they got 
on so well they decided it only made sense 
to collaborate again. She attended a training 
workshop with theatre KAPOW in the win- 
ter of 2014, and earlier this year she helped 
them translate the work to the American 
stage. 

Farewell was initially resistant — he 
grew up with Lattuada in Brazil and was 
insistent Uma Vida Imagindria was not a 
play, rather a book — but Lattuada knew

it had the chops to be a fantastic stage pro- 
duction. She got the Cahoons on board with 
an elevator pitch. 

“When Valentina introduced [Matthew 
Cahoon] to the work, she said, ‘This is the 
book that made me believe in love again.’ 
And it really does,” Carey Cahoon said dur- 
ing an interview last week. 

In Uma Vida Imaginaria, a man wakes 
up one day and imagines that his entire 
existence is the result of another man’s 
imagination. The play itself is told entirely 
through dialogue between this “imaginary” 
man and his wife. 

“The plot is very simple. By the time we 
see them, boy has already met girl. They’ve 
already been together. But how do boy and

girl figure out how to live together? How 
to be together and happy?” Carey Cahoon 
said. 

Matthew and Carey Cahoon and actor/ 
filmmaker/set designer Mark Marshall 
were at the company’s brand-new barn- 
turned-theater-studio at the time of their 
interviews. The space had also previously 
been an antique shop, which was perfect for 
theatre KAPOW because all the shelving 
had been left intact. Along one wall were 
the wigs from this winter’s Russian Rou- 
lette/Parisian Poker, green, pink, white and 
orange in all their glory. Roller skates and 
old props covered the shelves, and in the 
back room hung theatre KAPOW’s grow- 
ing costume collection. 


With just two weeks to go until show- 
time, there were still kinks to smooth out. 
Lattuada and another local Portuguese 
actor, Rafael Marinho, provided transla- 
tion help. Local playwrights Marshall, Kyp 
Pilalas and Lowell Williams offered writ- 
ing advice. 

Transforming the book into a stage pro- 
duction wasn’t completely new territory 
for theatre KAPOW; nine of its mainstage 
shows the past seven years have been Eng- 
lish translations, adaptations or pieces 
originally penned in another language. 

But there are still difficulties, like when 
a character steps up to the front door and 
exclaims, “I have arrived!” because Amer- 
icans don’t say that. At the time of their 
interviews, they were still finding revela- 
tions in the work, which was exciting but 
also daunting. 

“As an actor, you’re taught fidelity to 
the word. You learn what has been given 
to you,” Carey Cahoon said. “But here we 
have a lot of freedom, which is great and 
very scary. You have to really work so that 
you’re still faithful to the intent.” 

Playing opposite her is Marshall, an 
alumni of theatre KAPOW’s 24 Hour 
Play Festival, whose film company is also 
designing sets that will be projected on the 
almost all-white props and backdrop. The 
play spans many years and many houses, so 
for a show like this, it made sense. 

The company is flying Farewell up to see 
the play opening weekend. 

“Tt will be both nerve-racking but also 
I think exciting to share it with Nick. As a 
writer, it’s like he’s putting this piece of him- 
self out there,” Matthew Cahoon said. «@

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Furniture-making freedom 


Last “Schools of Thought” show features UNH students

Many pieces within “Schools of Thought 
IV: UNH” were created by students of furni- 
ture master Dan Valenza in the 1970s, but you 
wouldn’t be able to tell by looking at them. 

“The biggest takeaway for me was that Dan 
gave us the freedom to explore and experi- 
ment,” said Exeter artist and former student 
Jeffrey Cooper via phone. 

The show is the fourth in a series of exhi- 
bitions featuring pieces by students of various 
furniture-making schools. Past shows high- 
lighted work by students at the Rochester 
Institute of Technology, the Rhode Island 
School of Design, Boston University’s Pro- 
gram in Artisanry, the North Bennet Street 
School and the College of the Redwoods. 

Most pieces on display are sculptural in 
nature, said curator Ted Blachly during a tour 
of the show, but each is distinct. The wood, 
styles and designs by featured UNH teach- 
ers and students Cooper, David Masury, 
Michael Ciardelli, Mark Ragonese (who 
all studied under Valenza) and Leah Woods 
are all completely different, notable because 
it’s sometimes the case that, while working 
under a particular master, his students will be 
inspired by his work and, as a result, mimic it. 

Valenza, Cooper said, never had the expec- 
tation his students would work exactly as he 
did. He gave them permission to run free, and 
while he provided guidance, he also encour- 
aged them to be unafraid to try something 
different and learn through experience. 

“When you’re woodworking, almost every 
time you’re doing something you’ve never 
done before,” Cooper said. “There’s a large 
element of stepping back, scratching your 
head, looking at the design of the project and 
wondering, how can I do this?” 

Cooper, who attended the adult education 
program in the early ‘80s, has two pieces on 
display. “Fragrant Flow” is a bench shaped 
around a piece of stone with a verse from 
“Song of Solomon” carved along the legs. 
The other, “Ants Totem,” is like a free-stand- 
ing shelf, a tribute to an ant colony destroyed 
when the walnut tree used was harvested. 
Miniature sculpted ants crawl along the back 
and on the table itself. 

This freeform education philosophy is sim- 
ilar to the one UNH art professor Leah Woods 
uses with her students today. She teach-

es beginning woodworking and a furniture 
design workshop, which is an independent 
study you can take numerous times. Past 
students have made boats, skateboards, surf- 
boards, you name it. 

While the students usually have the free- 
dom to explore, she’s constantly trying to mix 
things up. One semester, she brought the kids 
to Strawbery Banke and asked them to cre- 
ate a piece of furniture for a colonial hallway. 
Last year, she invited a furniture maker from 
Ghana to meet and work with her students. 
Together, they made a gigantic lobster coffin. 

“T love that the group of students I have at 
UNH, for the most part, are really interested 
in almost anything I show them,” Woods said 
at the gallery. 

One of her more recent students is featured 
in the show. Molly Thunberg, the youngest 
artist with work on display, has created chip 
carved plates made from basswood that hang 
along the side wall. 

Woods also has two pieces on display. One 
is a hall table made from white oak and maple 
with brass hardware. Its bottom contains a 
seemingly woven wood design, and its feet 
meet the floor at a neat point, meant to look as 
though it’s resting very lightly on the ground. 

The other is a lady’s shoe cabinet, inspired 
by an episode of Sex and the City in which 
Sarah Jessica Parker tears her closet apart 
while looking for a pair of shoes. 

“T started thinking, if this woman pays 
$600 for a pair of shoes, it might seem reason- 
able she might want to see them more than the 
one time per year she’s able to wear them,” 
Woods said. “I started thinking about wom- 
en’s shoes specifically. When you go to a 
high-end boutique, how do you see the shoe? 
What angle did they stand at, and how were 
they displayed?” «@

ed on South Main Street, there will

Amateur radio, or HAM radio, has been 
around for over 100 years, and even in 
the age of cellphones and the Internet, it 
remains the only reliable means of commu- 
nication in an emergency. From Saturday, 
June 27, at 2 p.m., to Sunday, June 28, at 
2 p.m., the Granite State Amateur Radio 
Association will be at Bedford’s Earl Leg- 
acy Park to participate in Field Day, when 
thousands of amateur radio operators 
across the country try to reach as many oth- 
er operators as they can in a 24-hour period 
to exchange information and give each oth- 
er signal reports. 

During this time, the public is invited to 
stop by the park, learn about amateur radio 
and try it out for themselves. 

“Anybody can walk in, with or with- 
out a license, and operate a radio, or just 
watch, and we’ll coach them,” said Den- 
nis Markell, Granite State Amateur Radio 
Association president. “It’s a chance to 
see how radio works and talk with people 
from Maine to California and everywhere 
in between.” 

GSARA will have four radio stations in 
the Bedford Cross Country Ski Club’s cab- 
in in the park, with antennas set up around 
the outside. A major part of Field Day is 
operating as if it were an emergency situa- 
tion, meaning the stations will be powered 
by batteries and generators. 

“Most of the time we operate out of our 
homes with regular power, but in emergen- 
cies, when the power is out, it takes a totally 
different discipline to run it,” Markell said. 
“It’s important to learn how to quickly set 
up reliable communications, and_ that’s 
what we practice on Field Day. We mim- 
ic what would happen in a true emergency.” 

Upon arrival, people will be welcomed 


at an educational table where they can learn 
about Field Day and the activities they can 
do and ask questions about amateur radio. 

At three stations, GSARA members 
will be at work, communicating with oth- 
er operators around the country. They’ll be 
demonstrating how to broadcast on differ- 
ent bands and frequencies as well as with 
three different modes of transmission: 
verbal (talking into a mike); digital (trans- 
mitting text, similar to an email or instant 
message); and Morse code. 

The fourth station, called the “Get on 
the Air Station,” is for attendees to try out 
broadcasting for themselves and experiment 
with any or all three transmission modes. 

For those interested in the engineering 
aspect, a GSARA member will be demon- 
strating how to solder parts onto a board 
and create a homemade radio. 

New Hampshire has numerous amateur 
radio classes, clubs and licensing exams 
year-round. Markell said the Field Day is 
an opportunity not only for those wanting 
to learn about radio for emergency pre- 
paredness, but also for kids and teens who 
are considering taking it up as a hobby. 

“It’s a great thing for children to get 
involved and learn about the science of 
radio in a hands-on way, rather than just sit- 
ting in a classroom,” he said. “It’s a way to 
practice verbal and communication skills, 
learn about electronics, and it gives them 
great tools at an early age that they carry 
through their lifetime.” «®

Beating weeds 


How to keep them under control

I love weeding. It creates order out of cha- 
os. Weeding also makes my plants thrive. 
Weeds compete with vegetables and flow- 
ers for sunshine, moisture, nitrogen and 
micro-nutrients. In the early spring when my 
perennials are just waking up, I am careful 
not to yank their little green sprouts, thinking 
they are weeds. In fact, I often let some of my 
weeding go until late May or even mid-June 
when everything is obvious. 

Dandelions can get a bit rambunctious in 
the garden beds, and I pull them without com- 
punction. Because they have a deep taproot, 
they are best pulled when the soil is moist. I 
use a long narrow shovel, one sold as a “drain 
spade,” to loosen the soil down 12 to 16 inch- 
es. This spade is just 6 inches wide but the 
blade is 16 inches long. I push the blade deep 
into the soil, pull back a little, push it forward, 
and then slowly pull out the weed. 

Sometimes I see a little dandelion and just 
grab it and pull, only to have the top break off 
while the roots remain. Whenever you leave 
dandelion roots, or even fragments of root, 
the plant will grow back. 

Burdock and thistles also have tap roots, 
some going down very deep. The older the 
weed, the deeper the root. I’ve pulled mature 
burdock plants with roots nearly two feet 
deep. This is only possible when the soil is 
moist. 

It’s really critical, especially for any weed 
that produces lots of seeds, that you not let 
them flower. If you don’t have time to dig 
them out, at least snip off the flowers. Many 
weeds have green flowers, and some will pro- 
duce seeds even after being pulled if they 
have already formed flowers. I don’t throw 
noxious weeds, things like goutweed, in the 
compost pile for fear they will grow and 
spread — or leave seeds. 

My favorite weeding tool is the CobraHead 
weeder. This is shaped like a tine on farmer’s 
cultivator — or a bent steel finger. I like it 
because it is narrow in profile and curved in 
a way that allows me to easily get the blade 
under the roots of a weed. I pull from below 
with the CobraHead while pulling the tops 
from above. I drag it through the soil in a 
bed after weeding and am always surprised 
by now many fragments of root it brings to 
the surface. I can use it with one hand or two. 
I use it for loosening the soil while planting, 
too. It is neither right- or left-handed, it is 
lightweight, and the handle is made from re- 
cycled plastic. 

The CobraHead is great for teasing out 
long roots, too. I once pulled out a root 39 
inches long in one piece, just gently loosen- 
ing with the tool while tugging on the weed.

Another great weeding tool is a favor- 
ite of my comic hero, Calvin, of Calvin and 
Hobbes. I refer to my flame thrower. It is 
technically a flame weeder, but Calvin and I 
refer to it as a flame thrower. It’s a metal wand 
on a 10-foot rubber hose attached to a pro- 
pane tank normally used for gas grills. Light 
it, and it sends a flame out of the nozzle that 
will turn any weed crispy in an instant. 

I often use my flame weeder on fresh- 
ly turned soil. I let weed seeds germinate for 
a week or more, then burn them off before I 
plant. I try not to disturb the flamed soil when 
planting, as seeds that have been buried deep- 
ly will not germinate, but those on the surface, 
or near the surface will. Many weeds have 
what I call a photo-trigger. No light? They 
won’t germinate. 

One of the worst weeds in the world is gar- 
lic mustard. Not only will it outcompete other 
plants in the understory, it can grow in full 
sun to full shade and can produce many tens 
of thousands of seeds per square yard. Garlic 
mustard is also allelopathic, meaning that it 
produces chemicals that inhibit the growth of 
other plants and fungi needed for healthy tree 
growth and tree seedling survival. 

A friend last year hired a guy to pull all the 
garlic mustard under her trees and shrubs. It 
pulls easily, and he quickly filled wheelbar- 
rows full of mature plants. But this year there 
were thousands of tiny garlic mustard seed- 
lings popping up all over, even in the bark 
mulch he had put down. I lent him my flame 
weeder, and in no time he had burned off the 
small plants. 

Many weeds can be deterred by a good 
thick layer of mulch. Seeds don’t germinate, 
or seedlings can’t push through the mulch, 
particularly if you lay down four to six sheets 
newspaper before mulching. Other, aggres- 
sive weeds will. Mature Japanese knotweed 
roots have been said to push through an 
asphalt driveway! Still, most garden weeds 
are really just enthusiastic plants that want to 
be your friends! My practice is to pull weeds 
every day, and I hope to finally beat them!

Mechanics should get approval for big bills 


Dear Car Talk: 


I recently took my

to my (indepen- 
dent) mechanic for a 
180,000-mile “check- 
up.” I told him that I 
noticed an oil leak and 
asked if he could fig- 
ure out the problem. I have been taking my 
wifes car to him for years and didnt ask 
for an estimate, because the 30,000-mile 
service usually is between $200-$300. Lat- 
er in the day, I called him to check on the 
car, and he informed me that in addition 
to the 180,000-mile service (roughly $300) 
and fixing the oil leak ($100 — leaking oil- 
pressure sending unit), he found a faulty 
steering pump and replaced it; the total bill 
was $1,000. He never called me to inform 
me of any of this — no estimate whatsoever. 
I did not argue with him over the phone, and 
spoke to him (away from other customers) 
in his shop. I politely but firmly told him 
that his failure to ask for my authorization 
did not sit well with me. He said he “figured 
that I couldnt replace the pump myself” 
(which is not true), and that he was doing 
me a favor. He admitted he was wrong and 
took $70 off the $1,000 bill. I am very con-

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flicted about the whole thing. On the one 
hand, hes taken care of our cars for years 
and has occasionally done things without 
charging us. On the other hand, this is not 
the first time hes done work without getting 
authorization from me. Should I continue 
to use him as a mechanic? Should I seek to 
recoup the cost of the repair, since he never 
got my authorization? — Jeff 

Gee, I think this guy crossed the line, Jeff. 
We have lots of customers who drop off 
their cars and say: “Whatever it is, just fix 
it. Don’t even bother calling me.” But when 
we find something that’s going to cost $500 
or $1,000, we call them anyway. 

That kind of bill is an unpleasant surprise 
for anyone, and we'd rather our custom- 
ers go through their full five stages of grief 
before they pick up the car. We want them 
to have already arrived at “acceptance” by 
the time we run their credit card. 

This guy should have called you. Wheth- 
er you continue to use him as a mechanic is 
up to you. You say he’s taken good care of 
your cars for years. But he did take a rath- 
er cavalier attitude toward spending your 
money this time. I’d look behind his shop 
and see if he’s got a boat parked back there. 
If he’s making payments on a Bayliner 642 
Overnighter, it might be best to move on.

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On the other hand, years of good service 
do count for something. And you say he’s 
done other work for you over the years that 
he never got authorized. Presumably, you 
didn’t complain about those repairs, so may- 
be he assumed that was your arrangement. 

But that was a bad assumption on his 
part. It’s fine for a $100 oil-pressure send- 
ing unit (which probably should have been 
$50, by the way). But when the bill is hun- 
dreds more than a customer is expecting, a 
mechanic really has to call and get approv- 
al. So he made a mistake. 

Ifyou do stay with him, he’ll have to earn 
back your trust. So the new era should start 
with a clarification: From now on, he’s to 
call you before he does anything. Even if 
you just need air in the tires.

Well, once in a blue moon, we do have 
the occasional part pull a “Lazarus” on 
us. But it’s usually an electronic part. And 
even then, it’s usually only a “temporary 
Lazarus.” 

But I don’t think that’s what happened 
here. I think your strut mount broke. The 
strut itself is the shock absorber surround- 
ed by the spring. That connects to the body 
of the car via a large, rubber strut mount that 
bolts to the body. 

If that mount breaks, the top of the strut 
can fall down, out of the wheel well, and 
flop around. And it can flop back. If you 
hit another pothole, the strut could bounce 
back up into its normal position in the wheel 
well. 

But the problem is, it’s not attached to 
anything. So it’s not fixed. 

It sounds like you need a new strut mount 
on that driver’s side. And if the strut is old, 
you might as well replace it, too, while you 
have everything out, since there’s not much 
additional labor involved. 

If it’s a car you’re planning to keep for a 
while, I’d advise you to do both sides back 
there. If one strut mount was so worn out 
that it broke, the other one probably is not 
far behind.

Strawberry weekend 


Enjoy festivals of berries, ice cream and shortcake

Every year in late June, events dedicated 
to celebrating strawberries offer shortcake, 
barbecues, local vendors and live music. 
From a decades-old tradition to a first-time 
festival, there’s a strawberry-themed event 
that suits your tastes perfectly. 


Strawberries and serenades 

Since the 1960s, the Hollis Town Band 
and Hollis Woman’s Club have teamed 
up to bring homemade shortcake and live 
music to the community during the annual 
Hollis Strawberry Festival. 

“The Hollis Town Band used to do it 
themselves, and then it became a bigger 
event,” festival chair Kimber Harmon said 
in a phone interview. “The wives of the 
band would pick the berries and make the 
shortcake. Then the Woman’s Club took 
it over. I know we’ve been doing it since 
1963.” 

Over the years, the organizers worked 
hard to keep the festival to its core focus 
of remaining a simple, small town event. 

“Tt’s about the music and 
the shortcakes,” Harmon 
said. “You’re here to just 
enjoy.” 

Using a new (but 
always homemade) 
recipe this year, about 
40 volunteer bakers 
from the Woman’s 
Club will get together 
the Friday and Saturday 
before the festival to turn 
450 quarts of strawberries 
from Lull Farm and Brookdale 
Fruit Farm in Hollis into 80 pans of 
strawberry shortcake, which can be eat- 
en with homemade whipped cream or ice 
cream from Dr. Davis Ice Cream in Pep- 
perell, Mass. 

“Our focus is a family-friendly event. 
You can feed the family for $20,” she said. 

When asked what makes the strawberry 
special enough to warrant its own festival, 
Harmon reflected on Hollis’s roots.

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“Have you been out to Hollis? You know 
that it’s a farming community,” she said. 
“Tt’s the height of the strawberry season, 
and there’s nothing like eating homegrown 
fresh strawberries.” 


Festival debut 
Scott Blewitt, recreation director 
for the New London Recreation 

Department, knew he want- 
ed to bring a strawberry 
festival to town when he 

first took the job three 
years ago. 

“T quickly realized 
how many strawber- 
ries Spring Ledge 
Farm produced right 

down the road,” he said 
in a phone interview. “So 
I thought this would be the 
perfect fit.” 

Together the New London Recre- 
ation Department, Center for the Arts, New 
London Historical Society and the Lake 
Sunapee Region Chamber of Commerce 
partnered to create the first annual New 
London Strawberry Festival. 

“T think we all had the common goal of 
having an event in New London to cele- 
brate the strawberry season, especially to 
kind of start off the summer prior to the 
Fourth of July,” Blewitt said. 

The two-day festival kicks off on Sat- 
urday at the Town Green with a fine arts 
vendor display from the Center for the 
Arts, children’s entertainment, local food 
and craft vendors and strawberry short- 
cakes from the New London Recreation 
Department.

New Hampshire residents who have 
longed for the chance to see men and wom- 
an scarf down as many hot dogs as they 
can in a short period of time will have their 
wish granted at this year’s Phantom Gour- 
met BBQ Beach Party in Rochester.

“We run events all around the world

40,000 guests and is broadcast live by 
ESPN. To get to the finals, contestants have 
to get through one of the 12 qualifying con- 
tests held around the country. Certain cities 
always have a qualifier (like one in Las 
Vegas and one in New York during a Mets 
game), but about eight are held in new plac- 
es every year as a way to find new eating 
talent. 

“We always want to have new faces in 
our events,” Shea said. “Almost all of our 
events feature amateur or rookie eaters, not 
ranked competitors.” 

About 15 participants join in each qual- 
ifier, a mix of regional competitors as well 
as professional eaters who tour the country, 
with the top man and woman moving on to 
the finals.

Honey garlic 
sauce 


Over the weekend, I went to the local 
farmers market for the first time this 
season. I’m typically not a very farmers- 
market-friendly cook, but I figured I could 
pick up some produce for the week — or at 
least some apple cider donuts. 

I build most of my meals around pantry 
staples I always have on hand, so it’s nice 
to use fresh, local ingredients when possi- 
ble. The first things I found were cilantro 
plants, which are now growing in pots on 
my kitchen windowsill. Cilantro is one of 
my husband’s favorite herbs, so he was 
surprised, and grateful, when I brought it 
home. 

While the cilantro was a good purchase, 
I made the mistake of going to the mar- 
ket without a list or a plan. I wanted to 
see what options were available but as a 
result was completely overwhelmed by the 
choices and left with little to show for my 
trip. Ironically, I did find a pantry-friendly 
ingredient: local honey. 

With a piece of the honeycomb tucked 
inside the jar, the honey was as beautiful as 
it was delicious. Its rich, golden hue was 
stunning drizzled over whole grain waf- 
fles, and it tasted even better as a sweetener 
for my morning tea. But the real recipe that 
enabled the honey to shine was one I found

iy, cup honey, or more to taste 
: 4 cloves garlic, minced 
? 2 tablespoons soy sauce 
: 1 tablespoon cornstarch 


on Damn Delicious for honey garlic sauce. 

I’m always trying to find new sauces for 
starches and for stir-fries, and as it turns 
out, this recipe is divine with rice alone or 
paired with chicken. 

The sweetness of the honey is comple- 
mented by the saltiness of soy sauce and 
the distinct flavor of garlic. Thickened 
with cornstarch, this sauce comes togeth- 
er in only a few minutes and is brilliant 
on just about anything. Plus, it’s simple to 
alter the measurements depending on how 
many people you’re feeding or if you want 
to save some sauce for a second meal later 
in the week. 

I’ve now used this sauce on a chicken 
stir-fry as well as chicken on the grill, and 
both were delicious. If you’re a sucker for 
sweet, try adding some pineapple. Or add 
some heat with red peppers or jalapenos if 
you like the flavor profile of the sauce but 
don’t want anything that will overwhelm 
your sweet tooth. 

The honey garlic sauce proved a hit in 
my house, and I’ve found myself starting 
to plan next week’s dinner menu with this 
sauce in mind. Maybe I’ll throw in a bit of 
cilantro next time, to round out my use of 
farmers-market finds. — Lauren Mifsud @@

You know something, this generation 
of AOR-tinted chill-indie hawkers owes 
a huge debt to Luke Temple, whose Here 
We Go Magic band wasn’t afraid to adda 
liberal scoop of pop into the Dandy War- 
hol posturing of the early Aughts. No, 
if it wasn’t for that stuff, you wouldn’t 
find this Swede, Linus Lutti, with such 
an easy row to hoe by simply decorat- 
ing muffled 1980s dance rock with the 
oh-so-familiar falsetto vocals that come 
to you from the Beach Boys by way of 
Grizzly Bear. I’m sure only 98 percent of 
you could (or would even want to) parse 
that sentence, so to put it simply, Lutti’s Little Children project is easy listening 
for Generation iPod, and it’s not terribly original, if you’ ll allow a little tough love. 
In the 1970s, they would have forced some slide guitar into this kind of thing; in 
the 1980s it would have been goopy keyboards; and in the 1990s it would have 
been strummy acoustic guitar and an 80-piece orchestra. But the effect remains the 
same, a new form of no-brainer chill with plenty of gentle radio hooks. This, and 
the fact that it’s completely interchangeable with the work of so many other bands, 
makes it a bit redundant, but worthwhile nonetheless. Sorry, but I can’t pile the 
hate on something that’s this... you know, nice.

But the actually interesting scuttlebutt has nothing to do 
with this record; it revolves around his recent album-wide vocal 
contribution to underground hip-hop hero Kendrick Lamar’s To 
Pimp a Butterfly: Bilal, you see, is insisting that Pimp’s materi- 
al is jazz. Now, it’s true that Lamar was eagerly helped by tons 
of jazz musicians and soul legends — no, I don’t mean Pharrell 
— and yes, it’s a masterpiece, but its soul and toasting ema- 
nates from tribulations experienced in Compton, so can we call 
it crossover jazz-hop and be done with it? Probably not, but hope 
springs, right? 

No, perhaps if Bilal were more like Canadian one-man band 
Mocky, critics would be happy to call his stuff “jazz,” because 
Mocky is pretty mellow on his new chill-soul single “Whistlin’,” 
from his new album Key Change. But no, actually I’d be more 
prone to label this crossover also, because it makes me think of 
Beck, but it also makes me think of having a breakfast buffet at 
the Hyatt at the same time. I’m not annoyed by it, but neither do I 
want to write him Stan letters and try to fix him. 

The Velvet Teen is a pretty neat-o indie rock band that has 
been slugging it out with nowhere near the proper amount of 
respect for 15 years now. Since the death of their drummer Logan 
Whitehurst in 2006 after a long illness, they’ve been an on-again 
off-again concern, but their fourth LP, A// Is Illusory, is com- 
ing out, featuring the single “The Giving In,” a nice introduction 
to their style, which is like noise-prog’s answer to Coldplay — 
Bono-ish vocals, a little shoegaze flavor, similar to Minus the 
Bear, whom they’ve toured with in the past. It’s a bit bummer-ish, 
but definitely sticks in your head without making you feel like 
hurling. Welcome back, band that doesn’t suck! 

Musician/inventor/scientific researcher dude Sam Dust, a.k.a. 
LA Priest, was in the dance-punk band Late of the Pier, which 
shouldn’t have broken up, dang it all, but they did, several years 
ago. Since then he’s been working on this new solo project and 
its first album, /nji. Yup, he’s had all sorts of time to think of cool 
and weird tuneage, like the single “Party Zute/Learning to Love,” 
which has some of the most whacked-out sampling you’d ever 
want to hear, this within the confines of Hot Chip-like tech-funk 
and neo-soul — I would have expected something as next-gen 
as this from Warp Records, but Domino is the label releasing it, 
proving once again that I just don’t know everything. Please stop 
expecting me to know everything, because I simply refuse.

Sandwich author achieves life-long dream

Carl Howe Hansen went through at least 
three different manuscripts over 40 years 
before he was able to finally complete and 
publish his first novel, Destiny. 

The time it took wasn’t totally his fault; 
his first draft, written between gigs as a 
traveling musician, was stolen at knife- 
point while he was traveling in Morocco 
in the ‘70s. He’d been exploring a bazaar 
and happened to be clutching the 200-page 
manuscript when it was ripped from him, 
along with all his other possessions on 
hand. The second disappeared, along with 
his home, in a house fire years later. 

There were a few other setbacks — name- 
ly the other things he wanted to do, like raise 
a family, play in a band, ski professional- 
ly and make furniture and educational toys. 
Hansen, who lives in Sandwich, was dis- 
tracted by “temptation of experience.” Then 
there’s the stigma of being a writer. 

“You say, ‘Oh, I’m a writer,’ and people 
say, “Yeah, big deal. Everybody wants to be 
a writer! What have you done? What have 
you written?’” Hansen said. “Also, not all 
of us have the ability to say, ‘I want to write 
today’ and ignore all other responsibilities. 
... ’ve yearned to be a writer pretty much 
all my life, but I decided early on I didn’t 
want to do just one thing. I wanted to write, 
but in order to write, I had to also be able to 
make a living.” 

He wrote Destiny between work and 
home responsibilities. Many characters are 
the same as in the draft stolen years ago, but 
the plot’s changed. 

This version, which he’! talk about during 
various speaking engagements in the coming 
month, is about a biologist who’s created a 
bacterium that can neutralize oil spills. When 
a military contractor uses his own version 
of his discovery for the first time, however, 
something goes horribly wrong. 

“The story didn’t really develop to the 
way it is now until about eight years ago,” 
he said. “I read a story about oil-eating bac- 
teria in the news and got this idea.” 

Hansen said he’s very interested in sus- 
tainability, and much of the book discusses 
the environmental consequences of current 
human activity. 

“We're scheduled to be running out of 
oil soon. It’s coming. When it does, what 
are we going to do to replace oil? What 
happens when oil is taken away from us 
suddenly, and if we as a planet are forced 
to block the engines of progress? A good 
portion of the world’s population would 
starve to death because mechanized farm-

ing would end.” 

But more so, Hansen said Destiny is 
meant to entertain. He’s working on writing 
a sequel between sailing, cabinet-mak- 
ing (his full-time job) and promoting the 
book. It’s nice to finally be doing what he’s 
always wanted to. 

“T’ve been lying to myself. I’ve always 
been telling people, ‘I don’t know what I 
want to be when I grow up.’ ... But I’ve 
always wanted to be a writer,” Hansen said. 
“When I was a kid, I wanted to be the great 
American novelist.” 

He’s still not able to make writing a full- 
time gig, but his other activities, for the 
most part, allow him to think about the sto- 
ries as he works. 

“When I sit down, I already know what 
I’m going to write because I’ve visualized 
what I’m working on. If1’m driving the car, 
working with wood, sailing or skiing, one 
part of my mind is thinking about the story. 
When I go to bed at night, I’m thinking of a 
story. I’m thinking about conversations my 
characters are having, and I go to sleep with 
that in mind too,” he said. “When I wake 
up in the morning, I flesh out that scene on

With so many excellent female-fronted 
bands in the area, devoting an evening to 
them is both brilliant and obvious — and 
it’s exactly what Manchester’s Jewel Night- 
club will do at its June 26 Leading Ladies 
of New England rock ’n’ roll showcase. 

Six acts are booked, and availability is 
the only reason it’s not a longer list, accord- 
ing to the show’s organizer. 

“There were actually more bands I want- 
ed to bring on, like Taken, Leaving Eden 
and such,” said Dan Spinney, who plays 
guitar in Anaria, one of the bands perform- 
ing. “We still got a good group. ... It’s going 
to be a fun show.” 

The impetus for the event came from 
an emerging sense of solidarity among the 
acts, Spinney explained. 

“Over the past few years we have made 
a lot of relationships with other bands with 
female lead singers and we noticed a grow- 
ing community; this follows that,” he said. 
“Some of the hardest-working bands just 
happen to be female-fronted. ... We’ve 
played with all them before and we’re real- 
ly excited about it.” 

Most impressive is the range of styles 
represented. Anaria is “American metal,” 
said Spinney, a twin guitar quintet with 
orchestral flourishes mixing with a harder

edge, led by singer/lyricist Jessica Mer- 
cy. Carissa Johnson takes more cues from 
Sleater-Kenney than Evanescence, and her 
latest CD, For Now, is a straight-up rock- 
er that recalls early aughts Boston bands 
Aloud and Damone. 

A little over a year ago, 95 Hyde was 
known as the Jessica Prouty Band and 
played pop-tinged rock. But after a Nash- 
ville industry panel pegged them as a folk 
act before even hear- 
ing a note, the group 
changed its name. G G 

“We didn’t want 
any genre confusion,” 
Prouty said recently. 

They also moved 
to an old-school 
sound brimming with 
power chords, featur- 
ing Prouty singing 
like Pat Benatar in 
her prime. 

Seven Spires has a European metal style, 
with operatic singing and hardcore scream- 
ing front woman Adrienne Cowan. Spinney 
is a big fan of the band, which met at Berk- 
lee College of Music. 

“Their lead guitarist just graduated at 18; 
their vocalist [Cowan] is a year older, and 
she has the showmanship, the personality, 
the voice and rock star attitude,” he said. 

Lawrence, Mass. based Blindspot con- 
sists of two instrumentalists and one 
singer but brings an engaging and acces- 
sible sound; a new single called “I Won’t 
Let Your Heart Break” is getting airplay 
on Frank-FM and other outlets. With lead 
vocalist Alexa Economou exuding nerdy 
charm, the trio has shared stages with Scott 
Weiland and Gin Blossoms and won a Jew- 
el battle of the bands last December to open

for Puddle of Mudd. 

Finally, an all-female fronted show is a 
bit bittersweet for A Simple Complex; lead 
singer Jess Vaughn will leave the band next 
month. Ironically, it’s been ASC’s most suc- 
cessful year yet; last April they were named 
Best Metal Act of 2015 at the New England 
Music Awards. Their work in progress, Left 
Behind, is now complete and will be released 
on July 10. It includes eight previously 
released songs, three 
new tracks and one 
revamped number. 

Founder Mark 
Ingoldsby plans to 
part on a high note. 

“The band is 
quickly approach- 
ing our final days 
with our front wom- 
an of five years 

. but before she 
moves on to oth- 
er musical endeavors, we look forward to 
releasing our long-anticipated album,” he 
said in an email. 

“Over the past four years, we’ve been 
cryptically unveiling pieces of this con- 
cept album three songs at a time,” he wrote. 
“Now, the full album and its long-awaited, 
dark tale are ready to be revealed. Although 
Jess will be greatly missed, ASC hopes to 
find a new vocalist to take her place and 
continue to evolve the band’s legacy.” 

“Yeah, we love those guys. Jess has such 
a dynamic voice,” Spinney said. “She could 
be doing Iron Maiden stuff when she real- 
ly belts it out — like, holy hell, where did 
that voice come from? It’s unfortunate, but 
things change and people move on. At least 
it’s on good terms; something will work out 
for both parties.” «@

What cannibals can teach us 

Researchers studying the human-brain- 
eating Fore tribe of Papua New Guinea 
reported in a June journal article that they 
have identified the specific “prion” resis- 
tance gene that appears to offer complete 
protection against mad cow disease and 
perhaps other neurodegenerative condi- 
tions such as dementias and Parkinson’s. 
The tribe customarily dined on relatives’ 
brains at funerals (although has abandoned 
the practice) and consequently suffered 
a major 1950s epidemic that wiped out 2 
percent of the tribe annually. According 
to the lead researcher, survivors, with the 
specific resistance gene, demonstrated “a 
striking example of Darwinian evolution in 
humans.” 


Recurring themes 

¢ Spouses often disagree politically and 
vote accordingly, but occasionally one runs 
for office against the other — as is the case 
in Bremerton, Washington, where incum- 
bent Councilmember Roy Runyon is being 
challenged by his wife, Kim Faulkner. Both 
were mum as to reasons and in fact filed 
their registration papers together at the 
same time in May. Said Runyon: “We’re 
different people. She might have a differ- 
ent approach.” 

¢ India’s media reported in April yet 
another birth defect in which the surviving 
baby is treated as a representation of Hindu 
holiness. A four-armed, four-legged child 
(medical explanation: remains of an under- 
developed conjoined twin) is worshipped 
as the reincarnation of the multi-limbed 
Lord Ganesha, and pilgrims journey from 
all over India to the birthplace, Dumri-Isri 
in Jharkhand state. (In a nod to moderni- 
ty, one witness told a reporter that initially 
he had thought a photograph of the child 
was “Photoshopped,” but now has seen the 
baby with his own eyes.) 

¢ Once again, in May, lawyers went 
to court trying to persuade a judge that 
some rights under the U.S. Constitution be 
extended to intelligent apes (here, chimpan- 
zees, as “autonomous and self-determining 
beings” at least as perceptive as, for exam- 
ple, severely mentally ill people, who retain 
rights while institutionalized). Lawyers 
are once again asking for a writ of habe- 
as corpus (now available only to humans) 
to take Hercules and Leo out of a lab and 
into a sanctuary. (Adding to the discussion, 
in the week after the court hearing, a Har- 
vard professor and colleagues, writing in 
the journal Current Anthropology, hypothe- 
sized that chimps could cook foods if given 
the chance. Tests revealed that they resist 
raw food when they are able to place it into 
a device that made it taste better which in 
theory makes them more intelligent than 
children who eat cookie dough.) 


Human rights 

¢ In April, London’s Daily Mail spot- 
ted Anna Broom of Gillingham declaring 
that despite her various disorders that 
keep her from working, she nonethe- 
less imagines a first-class wedding 
with champagne, horse-drawn carriage 
and Mexico honeymoon all at govern- 
ment expense because that would be her 
“human right.” She told a reporter that a 
small ceremony at a government office 
would not boost her confidence, but that 
her “dream” wedding would be just the 
thing to get her back on a job search. 

¢ The most recent exposition of people 
who tattoo their eyeballs, at the Inter- 
national Tattoo Festival in Caracas, in 
February, featured the phenomenon’s 
founder, Mr. Luna Cobra, who said it all 
started when he tried to create “bright 
blue” eyes, as in the 1984 film “Dune.” 
(Pigment is injected, permanently, so that 
it rests under the eye’s thin top layer, the 
conjunctiva.) Asked what the process 
feels like, devotee Kylie Garth told BBC 
News, “It was mentally intense,” resem- 
bling an eye poke, pressure and “a bit of 
sand” but “no pain.” Mr. Cobra urged 
young people to get their jobs before try- 
ing eye tats, since “you’re going to look 
frightening forever to the majority of 
people you encounter.”

festive song-and-dance acts were hired, 
and soon, in the competition for attend- 
ees, some families took to hiring strippers 
to perform even “obscene” acts, “severe- 
ly pollut(ing)” the culture, according to a 
critic. In April, the Ministry of Culture, 
previously somewhat tolerant because 
of sensitivity for the families, formally 
denounced the practice and began detain- 
ing the traveling performers. 

¢ Backyard firing ranges are legal in 
Florida (as News of the Weird reported 
last year), and in March a Florida House 
committee voted to keep it that way, 
shooting down legislation to outlaw them 
even in urban and residential areas. (Fir- 
ing on private property is legal except if 
shooting over a public right-of-way or 
an occupied dwelling, and “negligent” 
gunfire, though illegal, is only a misde- 
meanor.) In 2014, one Florida legislator, 
originally from Alaska, said even in that 
liberty-conscious state, residents in urban 
Anchorage do not have rights that Florid- 
ians have. 

¢ The South Pacific islanders on the 
Vanuatu island of Tanna believe that 
2016 will be the year that the man they 
inexplicably worship as a god Britain’s 
Prince Philip, the Duke of Edinburgh will 
finally visit them. One highly regarded 
islander told a London Daily Telegraph 
correspondent in New Zealand that the 
cult is starved for a visit, since Philip’s 
only contact since the 1940s has been via 
gifts (one, the most treasured, an auto- 
graphed photo). Legendary Vanuatuan 
“Chief Jack” was convinced that Philip 
was a descendant of island royalty.
